Fads around the school were something to 
behold (oh, brother!). Some monstrosities, pardon us, Cars (only joking, Ting), that were known 
universally. And we're not kidding! The boys (probably wanted to show their masculinity) were 
smoking pipes; pipes of all sizes and shapes. But tobacco—? It was all the same to us. Girls were 
now wearing those straight skirts (very ultra, ultra, you know, my deah!) and all we could do 


was gaze and wonder—. 


In our store of experience, one thing really appealed to our senses (smell that is). Only in the 
Chem. Lab could one find that intoxicating, heavenly odor. Many teachers declared that this cer- 
tain rotten egg gas was plenty dense, for how else could it spread so fast downstairs and through 
the whole school. Honestly, it was no deliberate effort on our part but we couldn't have suc- 
ceeded better even had it been planned. 


Our Spring Frolic was, as were most of our dances, successful. The crowd was in a light- 
hearted mood. All were full of vigor and life. Everyone had a glorious time, even if we could 
scarcel y move, much less dance.

A few words of wisdom from our 
principal, our officers and our advisers, and suddenly we find our diplomas in our hands, and it is 
all over. Tomorrow morning we shall awaken in our beds at the usual hour, but there will be no 
place to go to.
